A declaration that the Liberal 
party is not opposed to Social Credit 
ibut is prepared to test any plan— 
social ‘credit _included—that may 
prove practical to unshackle the 
province from bondage to the Jug- 
gernaut of Interest, was made by 
Liberal leader W. R. Howson, K.C., 
last Thursday night, when accorded 
an acclamation-nomination in the 
Masonic Temple at Edmonton. It 
evoked a scene of great enthusiasm 
on the part of the 1200 Liberal del- 
egates who filled the hall. 

The declaration, which is regard- 
ed as the official attitude Liberalism 
will adopt towards Social ‘Credit in 
the ensuing provincial elections came 
when the Liberal leader defended 
Mayor “Gerry” McGeer from sneers 
which members of the Reid Govern- 
ment had directed against the Van- 
couver money reformer. Ridiculing 
members of the government for 
shedding crocodile tears over the 
plight of widows and orphans whose 
allowances will be reduced, while re- 
fusing to reduce interest rates or 
even to reduce their own salaries, 
Mr. Howson styled the Vancouver 
Mayor and Liberal member “the 
Crusader who will lead Canada out 
of its difficulties”. 

It is understood that Mayor Mc- 
Geer will speak on behalf of the 
Alberta Liberals at principal points 
in the province during the coming 
elections. 

Only a couple of days before, 
when the Conference of the Canad- 
jan Mayors was making demands on 
the Ottawa government that it re- 
lieve all the municipalities of Can- 
ada from relief obligations and as- 
sume them out of the federal treas- 

ury, and while Mayor McGeer was 
” telling a Parliamentary Committee 
that if. Vancouver is forced to go 
into a receivership to the ‘bondhold- 
ers he would personally lead a mob 
and run any sheriff who appeared 
into Vaneouver Harbour. Mr. How- 
“son sought to have the Legislature 
pass a motion supporting the efforts 
of Mayor McGeer and his colleagues, 
to have the federal government as- 
sume responsibilities for relief now: 
dumped upon the municipalities... - 

The motion came up as an emer- 
‘gency one. There was no time to 
give the customary 48 hours notice 
to have it placed on the Order Pap- 
er. Mr. Howson accordingly ‘moved 
the Legislature to bring before it “a 
matter of urgency”. He unfolded 
the plight of the Canadian mayors, 
then before the Ottawa government, 
and urged the need for the Alberta 
Legislature to place itself: on record 
as being behind the mayors in their 
attempt to have relief responsibility 
placed where it. belongs—on the 
shoulders of the Ottawa government, 

There is no doubt that the motion 
would have passed had the members 
been free to vote as they wished, 
but Premier Reid refused to consid- 
er the fight of the Canadian Mayors 
at Ottawa next day as a matter “of

When a vote was taken the 
U.F.A. members—many of them no 
doubt with anger in their hearts— 
had to line up behind: the Premier 
and vote as he indicated. Long be- 
fore the motion could have been plac” 
ed on the Order Paper and the mat- 
ter brought up in the ordinary way, 
the Ottawa meeting was over. 

However a telegram was sent that 
afternoon to Sir George Perley, Act- 
ing-premier, signed by the leaders 
of the Liberal, Conservative and In- 
dependent parties in the Legislature 
stating that they strongly supported 
the efforts of the Mayors Confer- 
ence to relieve municipalities from 
the cost of unemployment relief. 

A personal issue between, the Gov- 
ernment and Mr. Omer St. Germain 
member for St. Albert. who crossed 
the floor at last session to join the 
Liberals, came up, again. Myr. St. 
Germain had previously asserted 
that his son, a University of Alberta 
graduate, had been dismissed: from 
the lands and mines department af- 
ter three years service, as a punish- 
ment because the father had exer- 
cised his political freedom. The ac- 
cusation had been denied. 

On a_ resumption of the charge 
last week, Mr. St. Germain disclosed 
that before he crossed the floor an 
emissary of Premier. Brownlee had 
waited on him at his home in Morin- 
ville, offering to give his son pro- 
motion and an increase of salary if 
the father would. stay as a govern- 
ment supporter. 

‘It seems strange,” said the St. 
Albert member, “that on February 
4th, 5th and 6th my son was so sat- 
isfactory that he was offered-a high- 
er position. and more salary, yet on 
February 7th, the day after I cross- 
ed the floor, he was fit only for dis- 
missal.”. - 

Mr. Brownlee denied that he had 
authorised any emissary to visit Mr. 
‘St. Germain and bargain with him 
to stay in the party. 

-Liberals made a final effort to 
pare down the budget. On the mo- 
tion of Joe Dechene, member for St. 
Paul, they moved to withhold Supply 
until’ the government furnishes ‘de- 
tails of the $33,038 spent on new 
autos for ministers and officials. The 
U.F.A. members defeated the move. 

A similar fate befell the efforts of 
L. A. Giroux, Liberal member for 
Grouard, to strike out the vote of 
$15,117 for the upkeep of Govern- 
ment House. But the Government 
had one narrow escape when ‘Liberals, 
Coriservatives, Independents and La- 
bor united:to.try to have the Bud- 
get sent back for revision. The gov- 
ernment saved the day for itself and 
for expenditure on. the scale it had 
planned, by a bare majority of one 
vote. It was the closest division the 
government had had in its history. 

The government, no doubt, is pre- 
pared for defeat whenever it goes to 
the electors; that it should come 
within one vote of being defeated in 
the House was something it wasn’t 
The vote nearly tuck 
the breath away from the ministers. 
Had the Budget been sent back, they 
would almost certainly have had to 
reduce their own salaries, as tt:ey 
had already reduced mothers pen- 
sions,. old age pensions, municipal 
grants, hospital grants and relicf 
appropriations, and had been critic- 
ised for not reducing their own sai- 
aries,
